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Applicant's arguments filed 24 August 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues on pages 1-2 of 
the Instant Amendment that Dougherty fails to teach coded tags with each tag being indicative of a page identity and of its own location 
on the page. The Office respectfully disagrees. As addressed in paragraph number 11 of the Office Action filed 4 August 2006, 
Dougherty teaches that the user may use a wand sensor to engage with regions, or zones, of an encoded catalog magazine. The wand 
sensor senses these regions, or zones, and the information therein is interpreted by the wand sensor (See Dougherty, Column 8, lines 
10-18). Additionally, Dougherty teaches that the hotspot may store a document ID. The wand sensor is used to access the document ID 
represented by the hotspot, which is inclusive of a measured region of the decoded content (See Dougherty, Column 8, lines 34-46). 
Therefore, the Office maintains that the hotspot representing the document ID includes a measurement indicative of its own location on 
the page.
